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Births  iiici'eased  by  28  over  the  2:)revious  year,  when  the  regis¬ 
tered  lunnber  was  177,  being  the  lowest  for  the  previous  five  years, 
and  thoiigh  an  increase  over  1911,  is  still  lower  than  the  number 
recorded  in  1907,  1908,  1909,  and  1910. 

As  regards  the  distribution  of  the  sexes,  the  males  exceeded  the 
females  by  five. 

The  illegitimate  births  were  9,  an  increase  of  three  compared 
with  1911.  The  rate  is  27.67. 

Deaths  decreased  by  exactly  the  same  number  as  the  births  in¬ 
creased,  viz.,  28.  Here  again  the  males  predoniinated  by  10.  The 
number  is  the  lowest  for  the  past  six  years,  and  is  equivalent  to  the 
low  rate  of  10.80  per  1,000.  Four  deaths  occurred  in  residents  in 
institutions  without  the  district,  viz.,  2  in  Wigan  Infirmary,  1  in 
Billinge  Workhouse,  and  1  in  Rainhill  Asylum;  whilst  3  deaths 
were  registered  in  the  district  of  persons  non-resident,  and  have 
been  transferred  to  the  proper  quarters  under  the  arrangement  of 
the  Registrar  General  for  the  proper  allocation  of  these  cases. 

Infantile  Deaths  show  a  great  and  gratifying  decline,  being  17, 
against  28  in  1911,  29  in  1910,  31  in  1900,  35  in  1908;  whilst  the 
rate  per  1,000  infants  born  shows  the  fall  vividly,  being  for  1912 
82.9,  whilst  in  1907  it  worked  out  at  144.9.  The  number,  low  as  it 
is,  includes  7  deaths  as  the  result  of  congenital  debility  and  prema¬ 
ture  birth,  in  other  words  in  infants  which  had  not  a  fair  start  in 
life.  Of  the  other  causes  one  was  from  erysipelas,  two  from  pneu¬ 
monia,  one  only  from  diarrhoea,  and  six  from  various  other  causes. 
It  will  be  seen  that  diarrhoea  figures  to  a  much  less  degree  as  cause 
of  death,  and  the  small  number  of  deaths  from  pneumonia  may  be 
largely  due  to  the  fact  that  we  .had  not  an  epidemic  outbreak  of 
measles,  whilst  deaths  from  other  forms  of  respiratory  diseases  are 
absent. 

Other  causes  of  death. — As  usual,  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
organs  gave  rise  to  the  greatest  number  of  deaths,  viz.,  14,  whilst 
heart  disease  caused  8  deaths,  and  tuberculous  diseases,  pulmonary 
and  otherwise,  gave  rise  to  7  deaths.  There  were  also  6  deaths 
from  accidental  causes,  and  one  suicide.  Enteric  fever,  erysipelas, 
measles,  cancer,  Bright’s  disease  each  caused  one  death.  There 
were,  in  addition,  26  deaths  from  various  other  causes.  A  reference 
to  Table  111.  shows  the  ages  at  which  deaths  occurred,  also  that  the 
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deaths  in  people  over  the  age  of  65  iiunibered  19,  the  same  as  in  the 
preceding  year. 

Zymotic  Diseoses  and  Deaths. — Fifty-eight  cases  were  notified, 
including  15  cases  of  measles  and  4  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  con¬ 
trasted  with  432  cases  the  preceding  year,  of  which  380  were  of 
measles.  The  cases  notified  in  the  two  years  were  (excluding  measles

The  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  (not  including  phthisis)  were 
5,  which  is  a  decrease  of  7,  and  equivalent  to  a  zymotic  rate  of  o.ce^ 
as  compared  with  1.64  the  year  previous.  There  was  one  fatal  case 
each  of  measles,  enteric  fever,  erj’sipelas,  and  two  of  diphtheria. 

School  Closure.  —  No  schools  were  closed  during  the  year. 

Drainage.^  Sewage,  and  Sewage  Disposal. — Constant  attention 
has  been  given  to  these  matters,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  short 
l»eriod  in  the  summer  when  the  effluent  at  the  Langtree  Hall 
Farm  was  found  of  inferior  quality,  the  effluents  have  been  very 
good  from  both  the  farms. 

The  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Bradley,  Chorley  Lane,  and 
Wigan  Road  with  outfall  works  for  sewage  treatment  was  commenced 
in  April,  but  is  not  yet  in  operation,  unexpected  difficulties  having 
been  experienced  with  quicksand  and  other  matters. 

Cleansing  and  Scavenging  is  let  by  contract,  the  district  being 
divided  for  the  purpose,  and  is  generally  carried  out  in  a  satisfac- 
torv  manner. 


Dairies,  Coivsheds,  and  Milkshops.  —  These  were  inspected,  and 
are  well  looked  after. 

Lodging  Houses. — There  are  none.  The  Council  register  houses 
taking  in  lodgers,  but  the  number  is  small. 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  now  under  the  administration  of

Notification  of  Births  Act  lias  not  been  adopted. 

Water  Supijlii  is  constant  and  of  good  quality,  in  spite  of  an 
occasional  brownish  colouration  of  the  water.  The  year  has  passed 
without  any  interruption  in  the  supply. 

Slaughter  Houses  are  frequently  insjoected,  and  are  clean,  and 
provided  with  public  water  supply. 

House  Acconiniodation  is  sufficient.  New  houses  erected  during 
the  3’ear  were  three  in  number.

— The  inspections  made  under 
this  xVet  numbered  42,  and  as  a  result  three  closing  orders  were 
made,  and  six  houses  were  put  in  habitable  repair.

Nuisance  Inspector’s  Annual  Report,  1912.

Dear  Sir, 

1  beg  to  lay  before  you  inv  report  for  the  past  twelve  nionths. 

Infectious  Diseases. — The  following  cases  were  reported  to  me : 
Measles  Diphtheria  (with  Croup)  IQ  Scarlet  Fever  10,  Ery¬ 
sipelas  14,  Enteric  Fever  5.  The  number  of  infectious  cases  re¬ 
ported  showed  a  great  decrease  from  the  previous  year.  All  cases 
were  visited,  and  cautioned  as  to  the  methods  of  isolation  and  dis¬ 
infection.  Disinfectants  were  supplied,  pails  were  supplied  for  use 
in  the  Enteric  cases. 


The  sewers  received  constant  attention  during  the  year,  more 
especially  in  the  summer  months,  and  defects  found  to  exist  were 
remedied. 

Factories  and  WorJ^shops  were  found  in  good  order,  and  no  in¬ 
fringements  of  the  Act  found.  These  have  diminished  in  number 
by  two  during  the  year. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds  were  inspected,  with  satisfactory  results, 
and  the  necessity  of  periodical  limewashing  insisted  upon. 

Bahehouses  were  inspected,  and  found  well  looked  after. 

Slauyhier  Houses  are  in  good  condition,  being  isolated,  and 
with  plentiful  supply  of  town  water. 
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Scavenyiny  is  let  by  ooiitraet,  and  is  effieieiitly  done. 

Semiyt  is  treated  on  the  Councirs  farms  by  irrigation  and 
einder  filters,  and  gives  satisfaction  to  the  Kibble  Joint  Committee. 

^ ew  Buildinys. — Three  new  ones  only  have  been  erected. 

Ilousiny  and  Town  Planniny  Act. — Forty-two  inspections  have 
been  made,  with  the  result  that  three  were  closed,  whilst  six  were  put 
in  tenantable  repair. 

N uisdnces . — 77  were  found,  and  verbal  or  written  notices  given  ; 
75  were  abated,  and  2  remain  for  further  attention. 

Ovcrcrowdi ny. — One  case  was  found,  and  abated.
